In part two. three delightfully 
comic renditions. Gounod's "Sprint;

Athletic Committee's Nominations, Nine- 
Point Program Of Sports Reorganization 
Will Go To Board Of Trustee s Execute I 
Committee For Approval At 
10:30 A. M. Thursday

Bernie Shively, acting head of the physical education 
department and former Wildcat line coach late Monday re- 
ceived the unanimous recommendation of the Athletic Coun- 
cil's Special Committee to become University Athletic Direc- 
tor. 

Ab Kirwan, captain of the '26 Wildcat football team and 
present head football coach at du Pont Manual High School. 
Louisville, will be recommended for the post of head football 
coach here. Mr. Shively said immediately after the commit- 
tee's announcement was made at President McVey's office. 

President McVey said that Thursday he will 
the entire new athletic set-up, including the 
football coach and the new Advisory Athletic Council. 

The new administration is expected to get the approval 
of the executive committee of the Board of Trustees when 
it meets at 10:30 a. m. Thursday. The entire nine point pro- 
gram was passed by the old athletic council Friday, when 
Coach Chet Wynne's resignation was officially announced. 

Monday's act of the committee was the last under the old 
Athletic Council. Members of the committee which gave 
Shively unanimous approval were Dr. W. D. Funkhous<-i . 
Dr. Frank Murray. William "Doc" Rodes and David M 
The committee was appointed by the old Athletic Council 
Friday to seek and to recommend an athletic director. 

Under the new system coaches will not be given con- 
tracts but will be appointed for indefinite periods. Status 
of head coaches will be those of full professors. 

Mr. Shively, who came here in the fall of 1927 as line 
under Former Coach Harry Gamage. issued 
committee announcement in which he 
fully realize my duties and responsibilities that go 
with my position. I also realize and want you to realize that 
there are duties and responsibilities that are yours. With 
your help and cooperation we will go forward; without it 
progress is impossible." 

He addressed his statement to the President of the Uni- 
versity, student body, the faculty, the alumni, and the c iti- 
zens of the entire state.

'Kirwan at Manual High, and Bill Boston, alternate football 
captain, last night telephoned their congratulations to Mr. 
Shively. Hinky also telephoned to Mr. Kirwan. Hinky said he 
is greatly pleased with th«« two appointments. 

Mr. Shively said he would resign from his present post 
and accept the directorship when the executive committee 
of the Board of Trustees approves it. 

He said he expects to assist the new head coach and that 
he may "done my togs" and go out on the field and help 
him. This indicated he may be line coach under Mr. Kirwan. 

Mr. Shively was an all-American at Illinois where he re- 
ceived his B. S. degree. He received an M. A. here. 

Mr. Kirwan played here under Frank Murphy. Me «a> 
graduated from Louisville Male High School, to which he re- 
turned as an assistant coach.

However, here is where compli- 
catioas set in. At the time, border 
lines, especially to the east of Ken- 
tucky, were intricate. Kentucky's 
border was Interwoven in some 
tight knots with Virginia's and 
North Carolina's. There followed a 
series of dissections and Kentucky 
was out in the cold. 

Samuel M. Wilson, in his book 
"George Washington's Contacts 
with Kentucky." attempts to make 
the matter clearly understood. 
He explains that Virginia first hon- 
ored Washington by applying his 
name to the county which orlg 
inally included the main portion of 
.Southwest Virginia and lay adja 
cent to what was shortly afterwards 
known as Washington county. 
Noith Carolina, and since divided 
into several small counties under 
the Jurisdiction of Tennessee 

Washington county. Virginia, was 
created Decembers. 1776. out of 
Fincastle county, and at same time 
Montgomery and Kentucky coun- 
ties were formed from the same do- 
main. 

Thus it was the merest accident 
that the county which received the 
name of Kentucky did not get the 
name of Washington. If it did. the 
state would have adopted the name, 
and this school would be the Uni 
verslty of Washington.

UK From I laving 
Washington's Name 



But for the merest accident, this 
University would be named the 
State University of Washington, and 
the Pacific coast college bearing 
that name would be something else. 
Consequently, today's observance of 
the 206th birthday of George Wash 
ington should mean more to Ken- 
tuckians than most history clas- 
sics reveal. 

It all started way back in the 
dark frontier days when George 
Washington made the first official 
survey of land here, that belonging 
to one John Fry. The tract was 
situated near the Big Sandy river 
where Louisa now stands, and con 
sistcd of 1.014 acres Its patent is 
in the possession of the Filson club. 
Louisville. From that day Washing- 
ton became attached to Kentucky, 
and Kentuckians began to respect 
him. . 

Meanwhile, the territory, which 
was included as part of Virginia 
was clamorng for admittance to the 
Union with the rights of a state, i 
Famous controversies began to boil j 
Spain was edging in over the Mis- | 
sissippi. and Edmund Genet's "Ja 
coblns" were rising in Lexington 
and other places. 

Letters of demand, regret, and 
praise flew between Danville and 
the President at Washington. Final- 
ly, after much political bickering. 
Oeorge affixed his signature to a 
Itroclamation admitting Kentuckv 
at a state. The news was greeted 
by the tenth Kentucky convention 
in Danville. The first session of the 
General Assemblv decided to
